ON COUNTY BUDGET 


Road Assessment District Fund | 
Of $25,000 May Be Given 
Cucamonga 








Commended and criticized, the 
county board of supervisors today 
heard from property owners at a 
public hearing concerning the in- 
oreased budget for 1939-40. 

Among the items on the pro 
gram for this afternoon is con- 
sideration of ailotmentstovarious 
sideration of allotments w fTarious 
road districts, including $25,00u 
that has been annually given to 
the Alta Loma-Cucamonga dis- 
trict. This money comes to the 
county from the state gasoline tax 
funds and if the allotment is 
made it will relieve property own- 
ers in paying for improvements 
made to the highways years ago. 

Frank C. Buffington, prominent 
Upland citrus grower, urged the 
Supervisors to keep the budget at 
its lowest possible point. He alsu 
commended the body for its ef- 
ficient administration of funds. 

One suggestion concerned the 
pessibility of using the money 
from the reserve fund for general 
operation but M. H, W. Williams, 
county treasurer, explained that 
such @ policy would result in coun. 
ty warrants being registered dur- 
ing periods when income to the 
county was low. 

‘Spokesman for the Workers 
Alliance, organization of WPA 
workers, asked that the WPA fund 
being continued to Sponsor proj- 
ects.

Little Ray Neely 
Dies of Injuries 





Victim of complications re- 
sulting from injuries received 
while playing in San Dimas park 
on Sunday, July 30, little Ray 
Neely, six-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Oscar Neely of Littlefield, 
Texas, died Sunday morning. 

Ray, one of a large group of 
relatives picnicking in San Dimas 
park, fell down an embankment 
and struck a tree, breaking his 
left arm, the flesh being cruelly 
torr. He was rushed to the Po- 


mona Valley hospital, where an 
operation was performed to 
cleanse the wound and set the 
broken bones. 


Pulmonary complications devel- 
oped and the little boy was claim- 
ed by death.

jletter by City Attorney Edward 
|E. Gray from Frank Karr, vice 
| president and chief counsel for the 
|railway company. 

| Referring to an agreement his 
|company had submitted to the 
|Santa Fe concerning switching of 
|freight cars, Mr. Karr said: “We

This statement in the letter is
